Ihave teen inastriched te convey, for the information of 
Ambassador Dobrynin, the text of a message handed to the 
Secretary Geuz-al of the United Nations, Mr, U Thant, by 
Ambassador Stevenson on October 27. The text ls as follows: 


. "My Government has instructed me to inform 
you that the ‘interception area' referred to in 
your letter of October 25 to the President of the 
United States and in his reply of October 26, 
comprises (a) the area included within a circle 
with its center at Havana and a radius of 500 

“~iRautical miles, and (b) the area included within 
8 circle with its center at Cape Maysi (Maisi), 
riblorated at the t2<"ern tin of the Island of Cuba, 
“~fand a radius of 500 nautical miles, 
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Ss "You may wish to pass the above information 
Sato Chairm:n Khrushchev so that he can proceed in 
wpecordance with his October 26 letter ro you, in 
“which he stated thac he had ordered the masters of 
Soviet vessels hound for Cuba but not yet within 
the intecception area to stay out of the area,"
